So Director Wood Tells Bank- 
ers—System Called Poor 
Man’s Bank. 


Detroit, Mich., September 11.—While

“The poor man’s. bank” was 
Weed's characterization of the federal 
postal savings system in his address 
before the savings bank section. Trac- 
inception on January 3, 1911, when a 
depository was opened in each state, 
Director Weed declared that on Sep- 
fember 1, of this year, the total de- 
posits approximated $23,200,000. This,

about $85 for each. He explained that 
the figures did not include over @ 
million dollars converted by depositors 
into postal savings bonds. He coupled 
these statements with the assertion 
that only a “negligible of 
the postal deposits weuld ever have 
been entrusteq to banks.

Dr. Sun Yat Sen’s Great Scheme 
Given Approval of the

Pekin, September 11.—The project 
for a great scheme of Chinese rail- 
ways, which holds the foremost place 
in Dr. Sun Yat Sen's program for the 
modernization of Qhina, has com- 
manded the support of the Pekin gov- 
ernment and may involve a great ex- 
tension of the privileges of Yoreigners 
in the country with possibilities of an 
immense increase in China’s foreign 
trade. The government has author- 
ized Dr. Sun Yat Sen to establish a 
corporation to carry out a system of 
national railways covering territory 
70,000 miles in extent. 


Mixed Chineso and foreign compa-. 


nies will be granted concessions 
throughout China proper for periods 
of about forty years, after which time 
the lines are to revert to China.

Dr. Harvey Wiley Says There 
Should Be Dental Inspec- 
tion in Schools. 


Washington, September 11.—The 
United States is going more and more 
toward socialism, and state aid for the 
public schools is socialistic, declared 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, speaking in fa- 
vor of dental inspection in the public 
schools before the National Dental as- 
sociation tonight. 

“We are growing more socialistic ev- 
ery day,” said Dr. Wiley, “and we are 
coming to think that the state owes 
its citizens something. Public educa- 
tion by the state and the advocacy of 
good roads by the state are sociaiistic 
doctrine, and it is being urged on all 
sides these days. We have medical 
inspection of the schools, and I believe 
we should have dental inspection as 
well. 

“Toothhood is the time to start this 
inspection and you cannot give the 
child a better asset, as a start in life, 
than a good set of teeth.” 

Dr. Wiley said that next to the im- 
portance of good teeth was good food, 
but he declared he was opposed to all 
efforts to modernize food in the way 
of having it artificially masticated and 
digested before eating. 

One thousand children die daily fn 
this country, said Dr. Wiley, 
deaths are due more to bad teeth than 
to any other trouble. 
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TRAMPS AND VAGRANTS 
ARE TO BE COLONIZED 


Albany, N. Y., September 11.—Gov- 
ernor Dix has approved the selection of 
a site near Poughkeepsie for the pro- 
posed state industrial farm colony 
which was authorized by the legisla- 
ture of 1911. The site contains 821 
acres. 

The institution, which will cost up- 
wards of $500,000, is to be established 
“for the education and reformation of 
tramps and vagabonds.” The inmates 
are to be sentenced for not more than 
eighteen months for their first offense 
and not more than two years for other 
offenses.
